THE FRENCH SCHOOL, 
An excellent example of the French School 
is ‘‘ The Entombment,” by Nicholas Poussin, 
in Room XII.

PA ei correspondence relating to 

the arrest of employés of the Metro- 
politan- Vickers Company at Moscow. was 
issued last night in the form of a White 
Paper—an important publication im view 
of the opening of the trial before the 
Supreme Court to-morrow, on charges of 
sabotage, espionage, and counter-revolu- 
tion. i 

Sir Edmond Ovey, the British Ambas- 
sador to Russia, telegraphed on March 
i9th that the British Consul had amter- 
viewed the prisoners in prison in the 
presence of the Prosecutor of the Republic. 
They were generally in good health. 

“ No baths have so far been provided, 
but these are now promised by the prison 


authorities, who have also agreed that the 


prisoners shall receive such personal re- 
quirements as cigarettes, reading matter, 
clean linen, and medicines when required, 
as well as to their writing and receiving 
letters of an exclusively personal nature.” 

The Prosecutor showed every disposition 
to satisfy the personal needs of the 
prisoners. 


SEVERE GRUELLING. 


“ The condition of Mr. Thornton indi- 
cates-a severe gruelling, the impression 
given being of one who had lost the power 
of concentration, and was reduced to 
mental apathy.”’ 

On March 2ist the British Ambassador

Mr. Monkhouse was called upon to 
admit knowledge of a certain entry in the 
company's books involving approximately 
250 roubles of Torgsin Bonds, and, having 
admitted knowledge of this transaction, he 
made a statement that he knew of no other 
transaction having occurred which could be 
interpreted as bribery. 

He was then confronted with a signed 
statement in Mr. Thornton’s own hand- 
writing admitting a long list of small pre- 
sents and monetary payments which had 
been made by Mr. Thornton over a period 
of ten years.

POSSIBLE EXPLANATIONS.

“confessions ” under one of the well- 
known forms of Ogpu pressure, such as 
threat of consequences to himself or 
Madame Kutosova, secretary of the com- 
pany in Moscow, or both, in the event of 

ilure to confess. 

ó. That, being’ of a generous nature and 
indiscreet in helping Russians in their 
need, his conduct has been twisted by the 
Ogpu and Prosecutor into.ground for ac- 
cusation of sabotage and espionage.
